For the third consecutive year, | 
the East Bay Municipal Utility Dis- 
trict tax rate has been lowered, 
Louis J. Breuner, president of the 
EBMUD board of directors an- 
nounced today. : 

The EBMUD's new tax rate for 
the 1954-55 fiscal year will be 25 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
a reduction of 1 cent from last 
year’s 26-cent rate. 

The tax rate for Special District 
No. 1 of the EBMUD (Sewage 
Disposal System) will remain at 11 
cents per $100 of assessed valua- | 
tion. 

In commenting on the t2x reduc- 
tion, which will mean a saving of 
more than $90,000 in the next year 
for the people of the EBMUD, 
Breuner said, “the new lower tax 
rate has become possible because 
assessed valuation 
within ditrict boundaries, plus econ- 
omies effected in the operations of 
the utility district.

ized ftom broadened tax bases and 
increased efficiewey of operation,” 
Breuner said. 

The tax revenues received by the 
utility district cover approximately 
60 per cent of the annual costs 
for bond retirement and interest 
payments. Funds to meet the bal- 
ance of these costs are derived from 
water and power sales and other 
revenues, The original bonded debt 
of $77,000,000 has been regularly 
reduced, and now amounts to ap- 
proximately $43,000,000. The prop- 
erty owners of the district now 
have an equity of approximately 
$83,000,000 in their non-profit pub- 
lic utility. 

Breuner pointed out that in Sep- 
tember, 1953, the EBMUD also es- 
tablished new water 
which, it is estimated, will 
$600,000 annually in water 
for the people of the district. This 
latest tax reduction will boost the

total savings to customers of the 
district to almost $700,000° a year. 

The EBMUD tax trate, Breuner 
continued, was originally set at 
50 cents in 1923, and now it is 
Pinst 50) percent of that figure. In 
addition, water rates have been 
lowered four times since the utility 
district commenced operations. 

The people of the East Bay serv- 
ed by EBMUD have the lowest 
water rate in the San Francisco 
Bay area, This has been made pos- 
sible, he said, because of econom- 
ies and increased efficiencies ef- 
fected in the operations of the dis- 
trict over the past 31 years. 

In conclusion Breuner said, “We 
are pleased that we can announce 
to our eitizen owners this tax re- 
duction for the coming year. It’ is 
ihn keeping with the pledge made 
by all previous boards of EM BUD
